MORE LIGHT ON AGENCY COMPANY 
STOCK AS AN INVESTMENT. 


On many occasions we have warned our sub- 








scribers against investing money in the almost in- 
numerable agency company propositions which 
are being exploited all over the country by un- 
scrupulous promoters annd equally unscrupulous 
stock salesmen. Again and again we have pointed 


out the fact that these agency companies are 
not under the supervision of any State authority, 
in the sense that life insurance companies are su- 
pervised, and that, in consequence, the stock- 
holder must rely absolutely upon the good faith 
of the managers of the business. If they choose 
to squander his money he has no redress, unless 


| the extravagance is so gross as to be fraudulent, 


in which event the money might be recovered by 
appropriate legal action. 

The fact is that these unscrupulous promoters 
make use of the “agency company” scheme for 
that very reason. Elsewhere in this issue we com- 
ment upon an institution which has been exploit- 
ing small investors in the South. In an action 
recently instituted against this concern by a num- 
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ber of its stockholders, who want their money | interested and a great many of the officers of these 


back, alleging that it was obtained by fraudulent 


misrepresentation, it is stated that some $400,000 
have been collected, of which $160,000.00 remains, 
the other $240,000—60 per cent.—having been 
swallowed up in salaries for the officers, excessive 
commissions for the stock salesmen and other 
“high pressure” expenditures. On another page 


we comment upon the statement of one of the 
newer Western life insurance companies, which 
has written a considerable volume of business, but 
at an expense out of all reason. The stock of that 
life insurance company was placed by a corps of 
“high pressure” stock salesmen and is to-day worth 
a good deal less than it cost the investors, but there 
is some hope for the stockholders, for at least 
the company must file statements and show what 
it is doing, and there is no opportunity to squander 
the whole of the money paid in without that fact 
being discovered. In these agency company 
schemes, on the other hand, the law dffords very 
little protection to the stockholder. Investment 
in the stock of a new legal reserve life insurance 
company organized and operated on “high pres- 
sure” plans is risky enough, but ultra-conservative 
when compared with buying stock of these “wild- 
cat” agency companies.

An interesting commentary on the methods of 
these stock salesmen is the “team-work” scheme 
which they use with good effect. They hunt in 
pairs, so that if by any chance one of them forgets 
any particular story which is necessary to sell 
the stock, the other man will be sure to remember 
it; and, besides, the fact that they are two to one 
in the interview with the prospective stockholder 
helps to reduce the chances of escape of the latter. 

One feature of the operation of these schemes 
reflects decided discredit upon supposedly reputa- 
ble people who aid in working them. One of our 
subscribers at Reading, Pa., commented upon this 
particular method of fleecing the public in a re- 
cent letter to us, as follows: 

“We have within a radius of twenty-five miles 
of this town, quite a number of small national 
banks. The incorporators or some of their rep- 


resentatives go to these small towns and meet the 
Board of Directors of these small banks, give them 
their story and open a deposit account with them 
amounting to several thousand dollars, which nat- 


urally to a national bank capitalized at $20,000 
looks very big. 


In this way they get the officers 











national banks have invested quite liberally in 
their stocks and also are using their influence to 
get their depositors to buy stock.” 

A list of these banks was furnished to us, and 
our informant stated that he was reliably in- 
formed that largely through the endorsement ob- 
tained from these banks the operators of the par- 
ticular “fake” about which he wrote us obtained 
some $80,000 from farmers and other persons not 
well informed concerning financial affairs. 





DELAY IN ISSUING OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


Some of the State Insurance Departments have 
been very tardy in issuing their reports during 
the last few years. For instance, we received in 
January, 1910, the report of one State Depart- 


| ment—and it is an important State, too—show- 


ing the condition of the companies reporting to 
that Department as of December 31, 1908. The 
value of such documents depends very largely 
upon the promptness with which they are issued, 
and the same is true of the reports of special ex- 
aminations made by the various Departments.

MUTUAL RESERVE RECEIVERSHIP.! 


Court Confirms Report of Special Master Dealing with 
the Rights and Priorities of the Several Classes of 
Policyholders and Creditors—Nothing for 
Living Policyholders and Members. 


After two years of constant labor, at times involving the 
consideration and solution of some of the most difficult and 
complicated questions of law which have confronted the 
courts, the Special Master, appointed in June, 1908, to take 
testimony and report upon the rights, priorities and prefer- 
ences claimed by the several classes of policyholders and 
members of the above company, has filed his report, embrac- 
ing his findings of fact and conclusions of law, which have 
been confirmed by the court. 

Owing to the fact that the Mutual Reserve Life Insurance 
Company at the time of its insolvency was conducting its 
business upon two separate and distinct plans, namely: the 
co-operative or assessment plan on the one hand, and the 
net level premium, or legal reserve plan, on the other. The 
rights of the policyholders and members upon the distribu- 
tion of the estate presented grave questions. 

From the date of its incorporation, in 1881, as the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life Association down to the seventeenth 
day of April, 1902, the company opegated solely as a co- 
operative assessment association, its plan of operation, 
however, differing as from time to time its by-laws and reg- 
ulations were amended. During this time many forms of 
assessment certificates were issued, chief of which were 
those issued upon what is known as the 15-year plan, 10- 
year plan and 5-year plan, the same denoting the period of 
time which the certificate was required to run before par- 
ticipating in certain estimated dividends and bonuses. In 
addition to these three forms of certificates, it also issued 
what is known as a “combination option and contract reserve 
policy,” which latter, while issued by a co-operative assess- 





| entered an order confirming the report of the 








ment association, nevertheless had most of the attributes of 
a net level premium policy, in that the assessment was esti- 
mated at a certain fixed figure per annum. 

On April 17, 1902, the Mutual Reserve availed itself of the 
provisions of Section 52 of the Insurance Law and rein- 
corporated, and thereafter issued policies only upon the net 
level premium or legal reserve plan. 

This change in the character of the association, as well as 
the differences between the rights and obligations of the 
old members as distinguished from the new policyholders, 
made an early distribution of the estate utterly out of the 


| question, especially in view of the fact that the Mutual Re- 


| serve was the first company of its kind—transacting life

Shortly after the appointment of the receivers, bills of in- 


| tervention on behalf of claimants representing almost every 
| class of policyholders and creditors of the Mutual Reserve 


were filed, the idea being in this manner to have each class 
of creditors and claimants represented by counsel and ap- 
propriate steps taken to determine the rules of law, as re- 


| gards preferences, which should govern the distribution of 


the assets in the hands of the receivers. Probably fifteen 
or twenty classes of claimants and creditors were thus rep- 
resented before the court. 

On June 30, 1908, Edward S. Rapallo, Esq., was appointed 
Special Master to determine these priorities as above stated. 


| The hearings continued for a period of eighteen months, 
| and the testimony is most voluminous. 
| Special Master was presented to Hon. H. G. Ward, United 


The report of the 


States Circuit Judge, who, under date of February 18, 1910, 
Special 
Master, and defining the rights of respective policyholders 


and creditors as follows: 


1. That in the distribution of the assets in the hands of 
the receivers, those creditors of the Mutual Reserve holding 
checks drawn before the appointment of the receivers, pay- 
ment of which was directed to be made out of a particular 
fund, such as death fund, etc., shall be paid in full in pref- 
erence to all other claims against the company. 

2. That the net amount of all claims shall be determined 
as of the date of appointment of receivers in these causes, 
namely: February 15, 1908, and no interest shall be added 
for any period after that date. In case of claims upon 
policies or certificates of membership where the death of the 
insured occurred after February 15, 1908, such claims for 
the purpose of distribution shall be treated in the same 
manner as claims upon policies or certificates where the 
death of the insured had not occurred and shall be valued 
as of the date of the appointment of the receivers. 

3. That claims upon assessment policies of all classes 
arising by reason of the death or disability of the insured 
before the appointment of the receivers (that is the claims 
of beneficiaries) shall be paid pro rata after making certain 
deductions out of the proceeds of a certain “reserve fund” 
created many years ago in the Central Trust Company, 





which fund, or a portion thereof, came into the hands of re- 
ceivers upon their appointment. 

4. That the holders of valid judgments against the 
Mutual Reserve obtained before the appointment of the re- 
ceivers, arising out of death or disability claims, shall stand 
upon the same basis as the beneficiaries and claimants next 
above referred to, the judgment creditor being given the 
preference attaching to the death or disability claims under 
the class of policy upon which such claim arose. 

5. That all the remaining assets in the hands of the re- 
ceivers (over and above the “reserve fund” above referred 
to) shall be distributed as follows: ; 

First: The expense of the receivership, the same being 
apportioned between the said “reserve fund” and the other 


general assets of the company in proportion to the amounts 
thereof. 


Second: To and among all claimants, pro rata according 


to the amount of their respective claims, and without any 
preference one over the other, whose claims arose before 
the receivership, as follows: 

(a) To the general creditors of the respondent whose 
claims arose otherwise than from policies, certificates or 
membership. 

(b) To claimants under assessment certificates or policies 
whose claims arose by reason of the death or disability of 
insured before the appointment of receivers as already re- 
ferred to in paragraph three above, whose claims may not 
be paid in full out of the “reserve fund” therein referred 
to; said claims respectively to be pro-rated under this para- 
graph according to the amount only of the balance un- 
paid after exhausting the “reserve fund.” [This shall 
not apply to certain of the 15-year classes of certificates, 
which certificates do not entitle claimants to payment from 
assets generally, but restrict same to “reserve fund” and 
assessments only.] 

(c) To claimants under legal reserve policies whose 
claims arose by reason of the death of insured before the 
appointment of receivers. 

6. (a) That the liability of the company on February 15, 
1908, to living legal reserve policyholders (policies issued 
since April 17, 1902), is the amount of the reserve required 
to be maintained by the respondent under the laws of the 
State of New York. 

(b) That the liability of the company on February 15, 
1908, under contract reserve policies, both those originally 
issued by the company and those issued by the Northwestern 
Life Assurance Company and assumed by the Mutual Re- 
serve, is the amount of the reserve required by the contract 
to be maintained by the company. 

(c) That the liability of the respondent on February 15, 
1908, under policies of the class known as 5-year, 10-year 
and 15-year assessment, and under policies of the Eagle Life 
Insurance Company and all other assessment policies as- 
sumed by the respondent is the amount to be ascertained by 
valuing such policies as one-year term insurance at the ages 
attained. 

All of the above amounts are, however, subject to deduc- 
tion as to policy loans, liens, etc.; said claimants (referred 
to above in sub-divisions a, b and c) to participate without 
priority, and not one over the other. 

It appearing affirmatively, however, from the evidence 
and report of the Special Master that the amount of the 
liabilities of respondent which are entitled to such pref- 
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erence and priority of payment is in excess of the total 


| amount of the assets which have been reduced to actual 


possession bv the Receivers appointed in these causes, 
and that therefore there is no fund to be distributed 
among the policyholders mentioned and described in this 
paragraph, or, if there should be any fund, it will be so 
small in amount that it would not be sufficient to cover 
the expense of the calculations and clerical work neces- 
sary to distribute the same; it was ordered “That none of 
the claimants of the classes described in this paragraph” 
(paragraph numbered 6 above) “are at the present time 
and under the present circumstances, entitled to share in 
the distribution of any part of the assets of respondent or 
the proceeds thereof which have been reduced to posses- 
sion by the Receivers.” 

The total amount of the assets in the hands of the re- 
ceivers is somewhat over $700,000, and the death claims and 
general creditors’ claims, which under the ruling of the 


| court are entitled to a preference, will be more than sufficient 


| to wipe out this amount after deducting the receivership 
| expenses. 


Applying then the conclusions of the court to the 
assets in the hands of the receivers, it is probable that: 

1. Death claimants claiming under assessment poli- 
cies of all classes will be paid too per cent. or there- 
abouts. 

2. Legal reserve death claimants, 50 per cent. 

3. General creditors other than those claiming by rea- 
son of the death or disability of the insurea, 50 per cent. 

4. Living assessment members (that is, those holding 
certificates issued prior to April 17, 1902), nothing. 

5. Living legal reserve policyholders (that is, 
holding policies issued subsequent to April 17, 
nothing. 

The above figures are simply estimates, and must 
necessarily depend upon the amount of claims proved

The Special Master is now engaged in taking evidence as 


| to the amounts to be paid to the death claimants after which 
| a final decree will be entered, directing the distribution ac- 


cording to the priorities specified in the order of February 
18, 1910. 

Dissatisfaction has been expressed at the conclusions 
reached by the Special Master and confirmed by the court, 
and there seems to be no doubt that appeals will be taken to 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals. There are other 
features of the Special Master’s report which it is not con- 
sidered necessary to state here.

PREMIUM NOTES. 


Two Results Which Arise from the Non-Payment of 


the Premium Note: First, the Cancellation of the 
Policy as of the Date of the Note: Second, 
the Cancellation of the Note. 

When an assured gives a company a promissory note 
in payment of the premium, and fails to meet the note 
at its maturity, what then? 

Usually, the giving of a note cancels the original 
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indebtedness, and payment in this form is just as effective 
as payment in cash. If the debtor at the maturity of 


the note fails to meet his obligation, then the creditor | 
has an action against him, not on the original indebted- 


ness, but on the note. 


Many life insurance companies have, as an induce- 


ment to obtain business, permitted the assured to delay | 


the payment of their premiums by giving a note for the 
amount thereof. When the assured, under these circum- 
stances, fails to meet the note at maturity, the company 
frequently cancels the policy for non-payment of pre- 
mium, 

Against this practice, the Court of Appeals in Ken- 
tucky has just fixed a doctrine which seems to be logi- 
cal and well founded. The Court draws the distinction 
between holding a note on which there has been a default 
as a mere memorandum of indebtedness and holding 
that same note as an obligation. 

lf, on the one hand, the Court says, the company, after 
maturity, elects to hold the assured to his note, the pre- 
mium must be considered as PAID. On the other hand,

if the company chooses, and here a fine distinction is 
made for the benefit of insurance companies, to merely 
hold the note in abeyance after the default, sending 
notice of cancellation and declaring the policy forfeited, 
then the premium shall be deemed NOT to have been 
paid by the issuance of the note.

The company sent us a copy of its 
Twenty Payment Economic (non-partici- 
pating) policy, costing $31.20 annually at 
age 35; it also sent us copies of its Ordi- 
nary Economic Life policy, Economic En- 
dowment and Guaranteed Accumulative 
Coupon Bond policies. The following 
comments are upon the latter form, which 
costs $38.34 annually per $1,000 at age 35. 

This policy contains nineteen coupons, 
each providing for a credit of $71.70 per 
$10.000 of insurance. These “Accumu- 
lative’’ coupon payments, together with 
compound interest at 3% per cent., are 
credited to the insured upon the date of 
the second and subsequent annual pre- 
miums, “‘provided said premium is paid in 
cash, or the company will accept this 
coupon in part payment of said pre- 
mium.” 

Premiums under this policy are payable 
for twenty years, and if these premiums 
“have been duly paid for twenty years” 
from date of policy, ‘‘or until the prior 
death of the insured,’’ the company makes 
the following guarantees: 








“First: Upon the payment of the sec- 
ond and each subsequent annual premium 
the company will credit to this bond the 
sums shown on the coupons attached 
hereto, as said coupons become due, which 
sums may be applied to the payment of 
the premium then due or the coupons may 
be applied to the payment of the premium 
then due or the coupons may remain 
attached to this bond, in which latter case 
the company will credit to the insured 
interest on due and unpaid coupons at the 
rate of three and one-half per centum, 
compounded annually. 

“Second: The sum so credited with in- 
terest as provided or any part thereof may 
be withdrawn by the insured in cash at 
any time, or may be applied to the pay- 
ment of premiums hereon, 

“Third: Upon the death of the insured 
any such accumulated credits will be paid 
to the beneficiary in cash in addition to 
the face amount of this bond. 

“Fourth: Such accumulated credits 
shall not be forfeited in case of the non- 
payment of any premium but shall in such 
event be applied to the payment of pre- 
miums without the request of the insured, 
after the loan value has been so applied, 
or shall be paid to said insured in cash, if 
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one of the Guaranteed Surrender Options 
has been requested as provided herein. 
“Fifth: If none of the attached coupons 
have been redeemed and if this bond is 
then surrendered to the company, together 
with all of the attached coupons for can- 
cellation, the company will, upon request 
of the insured, issue in lieu of this bond 
a fully paid up bond for life for the face 
amount hereof at the end of fifteen years, 
without any further payments to the com- 
pany hereon. If this option is selected by 
the insured the benefit provided herein for 
total disability shall thereafter be void.’’

PANY, MACON, GA. 

This company was incorporated under 
the laws of Georgia in April and began 
business August 16, 1909. It has $1,000,000 
authorized capital, and under date of Feb- 
ruary 11, 1910, advised us that the amount 
subscribed and paid in in cash was $391,- 
000, together with a surplus paid in in 
cash amounting to $233,900. The par value 
of its shares is $100. 

The company will transact life, acci- 
dent, health, steam boiler, plate glass and 








liability insurance, and issue surety and 
fidelity bonds. 

Among the men activeiy connected with 
the company are M. Y. Manley, who has 
had about nine years’ insurance experi- 
ence, having been connected with the 
Franklin Life, Equitable Life and South 
Atlantic Life insurance companies; E. W. 
Dupree has had eleven years’ experience, 
and was formerly with the Northwestern 
Mutual Life Insurance Company; J. A. 
Macdonell has been in the casualty busi- 
ness, having had twenty-three years’ ex- 
perience in the Fidelity and Casualty 
Company of America; E. P. Amerine, who 
is also actively connected with the com- 
pany, was for sixteen years with the 
Standard Accident and Maryland Casualty 
companies. 

The present officers are: President, W. 
E. Smah; vice-presidents, Jno. C. Walker, 
J. J. Cobb and W. J. Massee; secretary 
and treasurer, L. A. Shepherd; superin- 
tendent of agencies, M. Y. Manley; medi- 
cal director, J. C. McAfee. 

The directors of the company, all of 
Macon, except as indicated, are: J. A. 
Flournoy, wholesale grocer; H. F. Haley, 
capitalist; C. B. Lewis, banker; M. H. 
Massee, lumber business; J. F. Mercer, 
insurance; L. A. Shepherd, insurance; W. 
E. Shelverton, druggist; J. E. Smith, Jr., 
Dublin, Ga., banker; W. E. Small, whole- 
sale merchant; L. A. Small, wholesale 
merchant; J. C. Walker, wholesale mer- 
chant; J. J. Cobb, banker; R. L. Wil- 
son, Cordele, Ga., banker; J. S. Schofield, 
Schofield Iron Works. 

The life insurance rates are based upon 
the American Experience, 3% per cent. 
table, full preliminary term valuation on 
ordinary life and twenty payment life 
policies, and the modified preliminary term 
on any form calling for a premium higher 
than the twenty payment life policy. 
Oaly participating insurance is written. 
The company stated in a letter to us 
dated July 7, 1909, that its disability life 
policies would contain no double indem- 
nity, disability clause, nor special contract 
feature of any description; that it would 
issue the usual forms of life policies, 
together with a monthly income contract, 
and that no term insurance would be 
issued. 


GOLDEN STATE LIFE INSURANCE 
COMPANY, LOS ANGELES, CAL. 
This company was incorporated under 

the laws of California January 18, 1909, 

and began business August 18th of that 

year. A preliminary report upon the 
company was printed in our December, 

1909, paper. At that time we stated that 

the company had connected with it a 

number of reputable business and pro- 

fessional men, and bankers. The stock 
was sold at $125 per share, par value $100. 

The company was floated by the Imperial 

Securities Company, which owns all the 

stock of the life insurance company, and 

will be dissolved when the life company 
no longer needs its assistance in carrying 
on the work of development. 

Under date of January 24, 1910, the 
company sent our representative a letter 
in which it stated as follows: 

“The stockholders of the Golden State 


























Life have paid in the entire capital of 
$200,000 and have also made a payment 
on surplus account of $20,000. The bal- 
ance of the surplus of $50,000 will be 
paid in during the next ninety days in 
accordance with the subscription agree- 
ment. 

“The company began writing business 
October ist and during the period from 
that date to December 3lst secured appli- 
eations for $810,000 of business. Of that 
amount $582,000 was on the books as 
accepted and paid for business at the end 
of the year, and the amount in force at 
this date is $700,000, the number of poli- 
cies being 166.” 

The company further stated that the 
California Insurance Department had re- 
cently made a thorough examination of 
its affairs and that the necessary certifi- 
cate of authority to operate had been 
received. 

The president of the company, E. D. 
Roberts, is president of four banks, two 
of which are located in San Bernardino, 
one in Colton and one in Rialto, Cal. 

Policy Form. 

The company sent us a sample copy of 
its Twenty Payment Life policy, and states 
that it is its leading form. It is upon 
the non-participating, guaranteed pre- 
mium reduction plan. We consider this 
form of policy open to criticism. It con- 
tains nineteen coupons, providing for an- 
nual payments under a $10,000 policy rang- 
ing from $59.50 to $91.10. The first cou- 
pon credit is due upon the payment of 
the second annual premium. The general 
terms and conditions of the contract are 
in the main fair and liberal. The non-for- 
feiture provisions become effective after 
three or more full years’ premiums have 
been paid. 

In case the coupons are not used in the 
reduction of premiums, the company guar- 
antees that the contract will be fully paid 
up in fifteen years. In case the insured 
leaves the accumulation with the com- 
pany to make the contract fully paid up 
in fifteen years, and should die while the 
contract is in force, before it is fully paid 
up, “all coupons bearing date prior to 
said death shall be paid to the beneficiary 
with compound interest at the rate of 
3% per centum per annum, in addition 
to the amount insured. In case the in- 
sured shall leave said accumulations with 
the company, the same shall be payable 
upon presentation of the coupons, prop- 
erly endorsed, at any time with compound 
interest at the rate of 3%, per centum 
per annum.” 

Claims are payable upon receipt of sat- 
isfactory proof of death. 

Insurance is based upon written and 
printed application, copy of which is at- 
tached to policy. 

The reserve under the policy is based 
upon the full preliminary term plan, 
American Experience, 31% per cent. Table. 


GREAT SOUTHERN AGENCY COM- 
PANY, CHATTANOOGA, TENN. 





Stockholders Sue to Recover Money Paid 
In—Receiver Appointed—Serious 
Charges Made. 

We printed a very full report upon the 





Great Southern Insurance Company, of 
Memphis, Tenn., which is being promoted 
by the Great Southern Agency Company, 
in “‘Best’s Life Insurance News” for Octo- 
ber 1, 1909, pages 50 to 52, inclusive, and 
in that report we showed clearly the 
undesirable character of this proposition 
from the investment point of view. In 
February, 1910, an action was commenced 
in the Chancery Court at Chattanooga, 
Tenn., by nine stockholders who allege 
that their money was obtained by fraudu- 
lent misrepresentations and who seek to 
recover it. A receiver for the Agency 
Company was appointed on February 26, 
1910. 

The papers in this action state that one 
of these stockholders demanded the return 
of his money and was led to believe that 
he would get it; that on the strength of 
these representations he deferred begin- 
ning a legal action against the company, 
relying upon assurances from its officers 
and counsel that his claim was receiving 
favorable consideration; but that after 
gaining time in this way the company on 
February 5, 1910, brought an action for 
an injunction restraining him from bring- 
ing any action against the company. A 
cross-bill was filed in this action on Feb- 
ruary 7, 1910, in which many serious 
charges are made. It is a document of 
twenty legal cap pages. On the cross- 
bill, an injunction was issued on February 
7, 1910, against the Great Southern Agency 
Company. It has been selling stock to 
the public through a corps of “high press- 
ure’ salesmen, to whom very large com- 
missions have been paid. The cross-bill 
states that over $400,000 has been col- 
lected from the sale of stock and that 
only $160,000 remains, the balance having 
been dissipated by excessive organization 
expenses, mainly officers’ salaries and 
agents’ commissions. The Agency Com- 
pany is an Arizona corporation, as set 
forth in our report. The nine stock- 
holders asked in their turn for an injunc- 
tion to prevent the company from paying 
out any money for the organization or 
purchase of the Great Southern Insurance 
Company, and restraining the banks in 
which the funds of the Agency Company 
are invested from distributing all or any 
part of them. This injunction was 
granted, as stated above. 

The cross complaint among other things 
brings out the following points: 

That the profits of the Agency Com- 
pany, if any, have been very meagre; that 
its officers never “had any good reason to 
expect large or remunerative profits from 
said contracts, and that all claims made 
by it, predicated thereon, were fictitious, 
misleading and made in order to induce 
and inveigle the unwary into purchasing 
the stock of the said Agency Company, 
which has been diligently pressed for sale 
by agents who received large and unusual 
commissions for services rendered in dis- 
posing of said stock of said Agency Com- 
pany.” 

That “said Great Southern Agency 
Company developed a scheme to sell its 
stock, and to the end that the public 
might be stirred to a full appreciation of 
its possibilities and to commend it as a 
panacea for all poverty, and as a ‘sure 
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thing’ as a means of getting rich quick, 
it issued a number of circulars and cir- 
cular letters in the State of Tennessee.” 

That the complaining stockholders were 
led to believe by the agents of the com- 
pany, ‘“‘by direct statement or by suppres- 
sion of fact,’’ that ‘‘the amount of money 
paid by each of them was to be deposited 
by the Great Southern Agency Company 
in the Union and Planters’ Bank & Trust 
Company, or in the Central Bank & Trust 
Company, of Memphis, Tenn., and that 
said banks would issue to each of them a 
bond of indemnity for the amount so paid 
by them. It was never stated that only 
two-fifths of the amount so paid would be 
so deposited, which cross-complainants 
afterward found to be the fact; the three- 
fifths, as cross-complainants are advised 
and believe, going to The Great Southern 
Agency Company, except a very large 
commission, as cross-complainants are in- 
formed, being paid the agents effecting 
the sale of stock by the Agency Com- 
pany. 

“Upon receipt of the indemnity bond 
offered as protection to cross-complain- 
ants, it appears that, though the bond is 
issued to them respectively, there is a 
provision which enables the Agency Com- 
pany te collect even the two-fifths depos- 
ited In said banks at its pleasure, in the 
face of the bond written.”’ 

That they “were mislead, duped and 
deceived in making said subscription for 
the stock of the Agency Company by the 
complicated and intricate kinds of con- 
tiacts presented for their signature, and 
that in signing same, they were each 
induced to believe that the amount paid 
by them to The Great Southern Agency 
Company would be placed in bank for 
their protection and indemnity, and that 
only recently upon receipt of the bonds of 
indemnity did they understand that there 
had never been any reason for the issue 
of the bonds to them, as they did not 
give any sort of protection, and the 
money paid was and is absolutely at the 
disposal of the Agency Company’s Direc- 
tors, or a majority of them.” 

That in fact only two-fifths of the 
money collected from stockholders would 
be deposited with the banks in any event, 
which fact “was cunningly concealed.” 

That “in its conception and execution, 
the scheme of The Great Scuthern Agency 
Company has been, and is, cunningly de- 
vised and smoothly executed, to secure 
subscriptions to its stock issue upon con- 
ditions and statements, or concealment of 
facts, by which cross-complainants, and 
each of them, were mislead and deceived.”’ 

That the Agency Company has no power 
under its charter to organize or finance 
another corporation; that, therefore, the 
whole scheme is ultra vires; and, conse- 
quently, all stockholders are entitled to 
demand and receive back the money 
paid in. 

That the Agency Company has not 
“qualified itself to do business in Tennes- 
see,”” as required by the laws of that 
State. 

That under the laws of Tennessee a 
corporation cannot act as agent for an 
insurance company, though the Agency 
Company represented that this would be 
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a source of large profit for it. 

That “By a multitude of words and 
intricate and confusing provisions, cross- 
complainants, and each of them, were 
mislead as to the true meaning of the 
contracts so entered into by them, though 
they appear to justify the claim of the 
Agency Company that even the two-fifths 
of the amounts paid in, deposited with 
said banks, may be withdrawn by the 
Agency Company without the consent of 
the cross-complainants and others, who 
have purchased such stock and entered 
into such contracts, all of which was not 
disclosed to cross-complainants at the 
time they, respectively, subscribed to its 
stock, but was, cross-complainants charge, 
purposefully, insiduously (sic) cunningly 
and fraudulently suppressed and con- 
cealed from them and each of them." 

That “the scheme of The Great South- 
ern Agency Company was conceived in 
fraud, and that the scheme contemplated 
in its organization and in its workings 
and development, show it to be a case of 
‘get-rich-quick’ on other people’s money, 
and that the Agency and its schemes, 
devices, snares and delusions, its plaus- 
ible, smooth and meretricious administra- 
tion is a fraud in fact and in law, and, as 
a matter of public policy, being inimical 
to the public weal, should be suppressed 
by the courts.” 

That all the officers and directors are 
personally liable to the stockholders for 
the return of the money paid in. 

That “Recently The Great Southern 
Agency Company, desiring to get even 
the two-fifths of the money deposited in 
the defendant banks in its possession and 
absolute control, called cross-complain- 
ant’s attention to the clause of the con- 
tract, requiring the delivery up of the 
said indemnity bonds as a condition pre- 
cedent to the delivery of the stock pur- 
chased and paid for by them. As cross- 
complainants and others who had paid in 
their money with the understanding that 
the bonds should be returned by them, 
and under the belief that the bank would 
hold the money for them, demurred to 
giving up said indemnity bonds, those in 
charge of The Great Southern Agency 
Company caused the passage of a resolu- 
tion by some of the stockholders (none 
of cross-complainants herein being pres- 
ent in person or by proxy) to the effect 
that a dividend of 30 per cent. had been 
declared, but that such of the stockholders 
as held their said bonds should not receive 
same, but only such as gave up their 
bonds. This action was doubtless occa- 
sioned by the fact that the Union and 
Planters’ Bank & Trust Company, becom- 
ing apprehensive, demanded the delivery 
up of the indemnity bonds guaranteed by 
it, before it would pay over to the Agency 
Company the money deposited with said 
bank, though it had agreed with the 
Agency Company to pay over the money 
whenever a majority of the directors cer- 
tified that the Agency Company was ready 
to launch the Insurance Company, which 
fact, however, had never been disclosed 
to the cross-complainants at the time, or 
before the receipt of their money by the 
Agency Company. 

‘This action of the Agency Company 
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(or its managers) in claiming that a 30 
per cent. dividend had been declared, and 
using it as a leverage to prize cross-com- 
plainants and others of the victims who 
were taken in by the said Agency Com- 
pany out of all chance to reclaim even 
the two-fifths of the money paid by 
them, was also a fraud, as it undertook 
to withhold dividends (if there were or 
are any) from a part of the stockholders 
of the company while proposing to pay 
it to others, which was unlawful and a 
violation of the rights of such denied 
stockholders. 

“Under this pressure, several of the 
cross-complainants did turn over to the 
Agency Company the indemnity bonds 
held by them, but the delusion that a 30 
per cent. dividend would result was dis- 
pelled when cross-complainants received, 
instead of a check for a dividend of 30 
per cent. upon the stock sent him, which 
had been held in trust and only escaped 
after the Agency Company had secured 
his indemnity bownd, an Itluminated paper 
or script, which purports to be a ‘partici- 
pating sharing’ certificate for 30 per cent. 
dividend to be paid in six months, or at 
some subsequent date thereafter, pro- 
vided The Great Southern Agency Com- 
pany makes money enough to redeem it.’”’ 

That “such conduct, duplicity and de- 
ception in the sale of stock for the crea- 
tion, organization, financing and owning 
of The Great Southern Insurance Com- 
pany by The Great Southern Agency 
Company, presents a scheme unlawful in 
itself, and against public policy, and any 
money in the hands of said Agency Com- 
pany, or its officers, arising from the 
sale of its stock for the purpose of financ- 
ing and owning another corporation, is 
the money of cross-complainants, and 
others in like circumstance, and that 
same is held in trust by the officers of 
or The Great Southern Agency Company, 
as trustee, in their own wrong for cross- 
complainants and others in like circum- 
stance.”’ 

The relief asked by the cross-complain- 
ants is as follows: 

“That they be allowed to file this cross- 
bill in behalf of themselves and all other 
creditors and stockholders of said Great 
Southern Agency Company, and that it 
be sustained as a general creditors’ bill: 
and that all those named as defendants 
be made such by issuance and service of 
process, and that each and all be required 
to answer this bill, but answer on oath 
is waived except as herein set out. * * *”’ 

That the officers be compelled to dis- 


close what amount of money has been | 


collected, what has been done with it and 
what assets it now has on hand. what 
stock is owned by the officers, and each 
of them, and what they paid for it: that 
the defendant banks be required to show 
what funds are in their hands, and that a 
receiver be appointed to take charge of 
the affairs of the Agency Company. 

The Great Southern Agency Company 
under date of February 11, 1910, issued a 
circular letter to its stockholders setting 
forth its side of the controversy. It 
alleges that it offered to pay back the 
amount contributed by the stockholders 
represented by Mr, Frank P. Bond, a 


Nashville attorney, “provided the stock- 
holders in question would give an indem- 
nity or refunding bond, agreeing to return 
the funds thus appropriated if the appro- 
priation were held illegal’; and that this 
proposition was declined by Mr. Bond, 
| who stated that suit would be filed at 
once unless the claims of his clients were 
paid immediately. This statement goes on 
to say that the cross-complaint “is so 
inequitable on its face that it will hardly 
appeal to the courts.” As a matter of 
fact, the injunction was granted on the 
cross-complaint four days before this cir- 
cular letter was issued by the company, 
an interesting side-light upon the reliabil- 
ity of statements issued by it. 

A special meeting of the stockholders 
| was held on February 19, 1910, at which 
|;no decisive action was taken except the 
|appointment of a committee of three—a 
| Mr. McAdoo, an attorney, of Memphis: 
| Mr. Moorman, an attorney, of Somerville, 
|Tenn., and a Mr. Salmon, of Pontotoc, 
| Miss. These gentlemen were requested 
| to communicate with the stockholders and 
| ascertain their sentiments with regard to 
| the transfer of $100,000 by the Agency 
Company to the Insurance Company. The 
stockholders’ meeting was adjourned to 
March 5th. 

Both the company and the cross-com- 
plainants asked for the appointment 
of a receiver. Just before going to press 
we were advised that Chancellor I. M. 
McConnell, upon hearing of the applica- 
tion on February 26th for a receiver in 
litigation involving affairs of the Agency 
Company, appointed Sam Erwin, Clerk 
and Master in Chancery at Chattanooga, 
as such receiver.

Under the former management, the com- 





pany’s progress was slow. Its business 
until it entered Pennsylvania, March 6, 
1908, was purely industrial, but since that 
time it has written a considerable vol- 
ume of ordinary business. There was a 
complete change of control about the mid- 
dle of 1907, and since that time the com- 
pany has had a very good growth. 

Under date of February 24, the Insur- 
ance Commissioner of Pennsylvania ad- 
vised us that this company had taken over 
the business of the United Mutual Life 
Insurance Company. (See article upon 
the latter company elsewhere herein.) 
The reinsurance agreement became ef- 
fective February 2, 1910. 


INDEMNITY LIFE AND ACCIDENT 
COMPANY, MINNEAPOLIS, MINN. 
This company was incorporated under 

the laws of Minnesota May 4, 1908. Under 

date of December 6, 1909, its vice-presi- 
dent, Chas. P. Iler, advised us that on 

September 2, 1909, the company deposited 

its capital stock of $100,000 with the 

Insurance Commissioner of Minnesota. 

It was licensed to commence business 

February 3, 1910. 

The company sent us figures showing 
the distribution of its assets as of Janu- 
ary 25, 1909. These showed mortgage 
loans on real estate, $79,400; book value 
of bonds, $53,740.01; cash deposits, $8,- 
597.58; premiums (cash and notes), $11,- 
757.41. The admitted assets at that time 
were $155,762.47. 

Cc. Pp. Tler, one of the incorporators 
of the company and its vice-president, 
states that he was connected with the 
Northern Assurance Company of Detroit, 
Mich., as secretary prior to the organiza- 
tion of this company; from 1899 until that 
time, with the State Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Indiana; from 1894 to 1899, with 
the Kansas Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Topeka, Kans., and from 1884 to 
1894, with the Equitable life Assurance 
Society of New York. 

The company advised us that it writes 
non-participating business only; that 
there are no schemes of any kind con- 
nected with the writing of business, no 
subsidiary company connected therewith, 
and “no other forms of policies are being 
written except those forms that are con- 
tained in the rate book.” 

The company has reputable backing, 
but very few of those connected with it 
have had any insurance experience. It 
sent us sample copies of policies it is 
issuing, and we will be glad to answer 
any inquiries from our subscribers regard- 
ing them.

Comments on Annual Statement. 

We have received a copy of the printed 
statement of this company for the year 
ending December 31, 1909. The affairs of 
the company for various reasons have at- 
tracted much attention during the past 
year. We printed reports upon it in our 
issues of July, page 7; August, page 21; 
September, page 28; and January, 1919, 
page 89. Up to the time this article was 
written, February 28, 1910, we had been 
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unsuccessful in our effort to obtain a copy 
of the report of the joint examination of 
the company by the Texas and Missouri 
Departments, made some months ago, to 
which we referred in our January issue. 
We have reason to believe that matters 
of importance to the stockholders and pol- 
icyholders of the company are discussed 
in the report of the examination and the 
long delay in issuing it is causing con- 
siderable speculation concerning its con- 
tents. 

The figures given out by the company 
itself seem to us decidedly open to criti- 
cism, particularly because of the very ex- 
cessive expense account. We print the 
entire statement, showing assets, liabili- 
ties, income and disbursements, below just 
as given by the company. From these fig- 
ures it will be seen that to obtain busi- 
ness upon which the first year’s prem- 
jums aggregated $125,956.03, the company 
ran up an expense account (leaving out 
the $7,000 paid for death claims and $83,- 
$57.43 “repaid on Great American stock 
notes’’) of $179,724.04; and the assets not 
admitted include an item of agents’ debit 
balances amounting to $47,598.99. The 
company states that this item represents 
largely business written in November and 
December, most of which will be collected 
by the company. The item, however, 
seems to us very large. There is appar- 
ently no room for question as to the finan- 
cial soundness of the company, for its 
paid-in capital at the end of 1909 amount- 
ed to $620,350, and it had a surplus over 
paid-in capital and all other liabilities of 
$220,732.95. The commissions paid last 
year, however, and the general expense 
account—even when due allowance is 
made for the fact that this is a new com- 
pany—are so high that it is evident the 
company must without delay largely cur- 
tail its expenditures of this character. 

The statement shows that when this 
company was formed by the merger of 
the former International Life and the 
Great American Life insurance companies, 
on August 19, 1909, the insurance in force 
aggregated $4,785,000. During the re- 
mainder of the year the company actually 
issued $3,025,000 of insurance, and the 








total insurance in force on December 31, 
1909, was $7,809,900. It is stated that in | 
December alone the insurance written 
amounted to $1,659,750, but this is evi- 
dently not yet paid for.

Report of Examination by Missourl 


Department. 
After the above article had been writ- 


| ten, we received from the Missouri Insur- 





ance Department a copy of the report of 
an examination made by it, because it 
and the Texas Department could not 
agree upon a joint report of the examina- 
tion made by those Departments some 
months ago. We are not informed upon 
what points the two Departments failed 
to agree, and in a later issue hope to 
present any important facts brought out 
by the Texas examination and not cov- 
ered by the report of the Missouri exami- 
nation, just received. 


The latter rehearses briefly the facts 
leading up to the consolidation of the 
original International Life with the Great 
American Life, stating that errors were 
made in ascertaining the amount of stock 
of the International actually paid for at 
the time of the merger, as a consequence 
of which the secretary of the company 
gave his personal note for $18,390, the 
amount of capital unpaid and incorrectly 
certified to have been paid before the 
merger. The report says: 


“While this amount was then carried 
on the company’s books as a collateral 
loan, it was not in fact a collateral loan 
as the notes and other obligations of the 
original subscribers to the capital stock 
were being carried, and such notes are 
still carried by the company, some of 
which have been paid by the original 
makers and certificates of stock issued 
as paid for, until at the present time 
the amount remaining unpaid is $17,450. 
Before this could be classed as a col- 
lateral loan, it would be necessary to for- 
feit all the stock covered therein as held 
by the original subscribers and thereafter 
reissue.”’ 

On January 31, 1910, the company had 
gross assets of $1,098,786.77 and admitted 
assets of $961,895.77. The agents’ debit 
balances had decreased about $2,800, the 
bills receivable about $2,400, and the de- 
linquent notes about $800. The capital 
paid in was $620,350 and the surplus over 
capital and all other liabilities $217,640.68 
—a decrease of over $3,000 during the 
month. The examiner severely criticises 
the excessive expenses of the company, 
though stating that some impovement has 
been made in this regard. In the month 
of January, 1910, the first year premiums 
collected amounted to $24,505.17 and the 
first year commissions paid aggregated 
$19,447.09, which is far too high. The re- 
newal premiums for the month amounted 
to $9,272.64, while the general expenses, 
aside from the commissions on first year 
premiums, were $12,440.56, besides $2,007.51 
designated “general manager’s bonus 
account.” The payments for officers’ sal- 
aries alone were at the rate of nearly 
$30,000 per annum, in addition to the 
bonus just referred to. It is apparent 
that this company must very greatly cur- 
tail its expenditures if it is not to repeat 
the disastrous history of another Mis- 
souri life insuance company. 


The company values by the American 
table with 3% per cent. interest, and 
“fn all forms of endowment policies and 
in ten and fifteen payment life policies 
the modified preliminary term valuation 
had been used * * *”; and policies carry- 
ing accident and health benefit clauses 
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are charged with a reserve at twenty- 
five cents per thousand. 

The large amount of agents’ debit bal- 
ances is mentioned, and it is stated that 
this item includes $5,102.49 of premiums 
collected by agents when applications 
were secured and not returned by them 
to applicants who were declined—which 
seems to us very lax on the part of the 
company and still worse practice on the 
part of the agents. The examiner calls 
attention to the fact that the surplus 
decreased about $88,000 between the time 
of consolidation (August 19, 1909), and 
January 31, 1910, the date of this exami- 
nation. The examiner also draws atten- 
tion to the fact that to obtain $125,000 
in first year premiums, it spent in items 
directly chargeable thereto over $136,000. 
The examiner says: 

“A careful examination of the reports 
of the various companies reporting to 
your Department indicates that few com- 
panies, if any, used so large a portion of 
their premium receipts in the production 
of new business. As a rule, the cost per 
thousand upon a paid-for ‘asis varies 
from $9 to $35, whereas the cost of new 
business to this company, if computed 
upon a paid-for basis only, would be 
something near $86 per thousand. The 
records of your Department show that 
the business produced during the period 


covered by the Annual Statement filed | 


and this report is considerably over $3,- 
000,000. So, therefore, the company had 
at the time of its annual report to your 
Department about $1,500,000 of written 
business unpaid for. 

“Unquestionably, the company should, 
in some certain manner, reduce this agency 
expense and the expense of new business, 
for a continuation of the present cost of 
new business will not only infringe the 
company’s surplus, but, in a short time, 
consume it all. In this respect, I am 
informed by the management that a very 
considerable change has been worked in 
this regard, and that the agency expenses 
hereafter will be so much reduced that 
business in the future will not cost more 
than the normal cost as fixed by the 
practice of other companies.”’ 

The examiner intimates that, follow- 
ing the consolidation of the two com- 
panies forming the present one, an un- 
duly large load of officers’ salaries was 
assumed: He says: 

“* * * When the two companies con- 
solidated, instead of using such officers 
as would be necessary to transact the 
business of the new company, a common 
understanding between controlling fac- 
tors of the constituent companies resulted 
in the retention, to a large extent, of 
both office forces in the consolidated com- 
pany, and this, with unexpired contracts 
for services, assumed in the consolidation 
agreement, of necessity cost the com- 
pany a large amount of money.” 

It appears that J. L. Babler, who was 
president of the original International 
Life, was made manager of the new com- 
pany’s agency force, under a contract 
which gave him 75 cents per thousand on 
new business and 50 cents per thousand 
on renewals and reinsurance obtained by 
him, 


statement to the effect that we were 
informed such a contract had been made, 
saying that it would prove a burden to 
the company. This contract was relin- 
quished for one to give him a salary of 
$6,000 the first year, $9,600 the second 
year, $10,800 the third year, and $12,000 
during the fourth and fifth years. This 
contract also was unsatisfactory, and it 
was surrendered and a new one made 
running for three years, giving him a 
salary of $4,800 for the first year, $6,000 
for the second year, and $7,200 for the 
third year, “which within itself would 
terminate on February 1, 1913.’ These 
contracts are criticised by the examiner, 
not because Mr. Babler’s services are not 
worth the remuneration indicated, but 
because the company cannot afford to 
pay any such amount until it is better 
established. It is pointed out that sal- 
aries have been reduced about $1,200 a 
month as compared with 1909. 

The investments were found to be very 
conservative and sound. 

This company has very substantial local 
backing, and there is no reason why it 
should not fill a position of usefulness to 
the public, but it is perfectly apparent 
from the figures reviewed above that 
| there must be a very sweeping reorgani- 
| zation of its whole plan of operation if 
| this is to be accomplished. 





INTERSTATE LIFE ASSURANCE COM- 
PANY, INDIANAPOLIS, IND. 





The business of this company has been 
reinsured in the Federal Life of Chicago, 
as reported by us in our issue of January 
1, 1910, page 89. The company maintained 
a guaranty fund, a large part of which 
was dissipated by heavy expenses. A suit 
has been instituted in connection with this 
fund. Its nature will be understood from 
the following letter, written to us by

dianapolis, under date of February 17, 
1910: 

“Your letter to Frank D. Stalnaker, Re- 
ceiver of the Interstate Life Assurance 
Company, with regard to the friendly 
suit which was brought by J. T. Dickers 
in re Guaranty Fund of that company, 
has been referred to us to answer. 

“The Board of Directors of the Inter- 
state Life Assurance Company thought it 
advisable to take advantage of the offer 
made by the Federal Life Insurance Com- 
pany of Chicago for merging and re-insur- 
ing the policyholders of the Inter-State 
company. The offer of the Federal Insur- 
ance Company was accepted by unani- 
mous vote subject to the approval by a 
two-thirds vote of the policyholders at a 
meeting to be called for that purpose, as 
the law requires, and also subject to the 
approval of the Auditor of State. After 
the action of the Board of Directors had 
been announced, suit was brought in the 
name of Mr. Dickes asking for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. Under our

After he had instituted this suit, the at- 
torney for Mr. Dickes requested the court 
to consolidate his case with the suit which 
had been instituted by the Attorney- 
General, which was consented to by him, 
and the receiver was appointed in the 
suit instituted by the Attorney-General.” 

A collection agency at Indianapolis has 
sent out circular letters to the Guaranty 
Fund script holders, asking that they 
place their claims against the receiver 
in the hands of the collection agency, for 
which a fee of 5 per cent of the amount 
recovered will be charged. This circular 
letter is interesting and reads as follows: 
“TO THE GUARANTY FUND OWNERS 

OF THE INTERSTATE LIFE INSUR- 

ANCE COMPANY: 

“Gentlemen—A receiver has been ap- 
pointed for the Interstate Life Assurance 
Company to take charge of its assets and 
distribute what remains of the guaranty 
fund. One of the suits in which this re- 
ceiver was appointed was filed by our at- 
torney, Mr. Morton S. Hawkins, on behalf 
of Dr. J. T. Dickes, the owner of about 
$700 of the guaranty fund scrip contracts. 
The investigation of our attorney on be- 
half of Dr. Dickes showed that the orig- 
inal guarantee fund of the Interstate 
Life Assurance Company was $417,000 and 
that there is only $107,000 remaining in 
the fund, showing a loss of $310,000 in 
operating the company in the last few 
|years. The recent management of the 
company was a new one, having only 
come into charge after the officers were 
changed, but the fact remains that an 
impartial and careful examination should 
be made of the disappearance of the 
guaranty fund and the facts ascertained 
as to what became of the same and as to 
whether expenditures made by the officers 
were lawful and proper. 

“Several guaranty fund owners have 
sent us their claims and asked us to have 
our attorney, who 1s also representing Dr. 
Dickes, to continue the investigation of 
the company’s affairs and to bring the 
company’s officers, present and past, into 
court and compel them to account for 
every expenditure. It is well known that 
the company for a short while, several 
years ago, sold insurance at a large loss 
and it is possible some of the officers are 
| liable for this large loss of money. While 
|we do not vouch for the fact, we have 
heard that there was a commission paid 
; to certain parties in the company by the 
| Federal Life Insurance Company in order 
|}to get the re-insurance contract made 
| and our client and ourselves believe that 
|a thorough investigation should be made 
|of this matter. So it seems that the guar- 
|anty fund owners will not get over forty 
{cents on the dollar unless they are rep- 
resented in court and discover further 
assets, and in order to do this, they must 
co-operate and help each other secure 
results, otherwise nothing can be accom- 
| plished.

MERIDIAN LIFE INSURANCE COM- 
PANY, INDIANAPOLIS, IND. 
This company was incorporated January 
28, 1897, as the Meridian Life and Trust 
Company of Indiana, and commenced 
business December 17, 1898. It adopted 
the present title January 19, 1909, at which 
time a new stock company was formed 
with $200,000 subscribed capital to take 
over the business of the old company, 
which had been operating on the purely 
mutual plan. The company has had a 
very fair growth, and at the end of 1909 
the insurance in force aggregated $11,- 
787,352, an increase of more than $1,000,000 
over the amount in force at the end of 
1908. The management expenses of this 
company have been rather heavy, and 
the cost of new business during the years 
1908 and 1909 was high. In the latter 
year commissions absorbed 75 per cent of 
the first year (1909) premiums, and the 
total expenses chargeable to the procure- 
ment of new business were about 97 per 
cent. of the total first year premiums col- 
lected. The growth of the company has 
been forced, both as to assets and insur- 
ance in force by the “commuted pre- 
mium” or ‘dated back’ schemes. The 
company advised us that it ceased issuing 
special contracts and predated policies on 

June 1, 1908. 

Both participating and non-participat- 
ing insurance is written, most of the for- 
mer being upon the deferred dividend 
plan, of which we do not approve. The 
policy contracts now issued are in the 
main fair and liberal, but we review 
below a form which we consider unde- 
sirable. 

The company has not furnished us with 
illustrations of dividends paid under its 
annua: dividend contracts. Settlements 
under five year distribution policies will 
be found on page 219 of our 1909 volume. 

Extracts from the company’s statements 
as to December 31, 1909: 

Total admitted assets, $1,287,490.63; net 
reserve, $1,083,142.25; capital ctock paid up 
in cash, $100,000; surplus over capital and 
all other liabilities, $87,105.50; first year 
income, $77,745.87; total premium income, 
$320,891.06; total income, $383,124.44; death 
claims paid, $40,820.06; total disburse- 
ments, $249,175.92. 

The company states that its actual mor- 
tality in 1909 was 48.53 per cent of the 
expected. Its surplus increased during 
the year $42,102.88. 

This company has a contract with the 
Pennsylvania Underwriters Company, the 
latter company acting as its general agent 
for the State of Pennsylvania. (See com- 
ments regarding this concern in “Best's 
Life Insurance News” for July, 1909, and 


January, 1910, pages 9 and 93, respec- 

tively. 

Comments Upon “Compound interest 
Bond.” 


This company issues a policy entitled 
“Compound Interest Bond” (non-partici- 
pating). This form being upon the non- 
participating plan is open to criticism, for 
the premium is much higher than would 
be charged for a 20-payment life par- 
ticipating policy and a payment is re- 
turned annually as per nineteen coupons 
attached to the policy, upon the payment 
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of the second and subsequent annual pre- 
miums. The company agrees to pay 3 
per cent. interest, compounded annually, 
upon all coupon accumulations. These 
policies are deceptive and expensive. 

A $10,000 policy under this plan costs 
$440 per annum at age 35. The coupons 
may be used in the reduction of premiums 
after the first, or may be left on deposit 
to accumulate at 3 per cent compound 
interest, and the company binds itself 
to the following guarantees, if this option 
is selected, namely: 

“First. That the total amount of such 
deposits, with interest as provided, may 
be withdrawn at any time on sixty days’ 
notice. 

“Second. That upon the death of the 
purchaser all such accumulated deposits 
will be payable with the principal sum 
named herein. 

“Third. That in the event of the termi- 
nation of this bond by the non-payment 
of any premium when due, all of such 
accumulated deposits shall upon surrender 
of this bond with said coupons attached, 
be paid in cash. 

“Fourth. That such accumulated de- 
posits may be converted at any time into 
paid-up insurance according to the table 
of options shown herein for such paid-up 
insurance, subject to evidence of insur- 
ability satisfactory to the company.” 

The terms and conditions of the policy 
are in the main similar to those of the 
other forms issued by the company. 
Tables are attached to the contract show- 
ing what the coupons will amount to at 
the end of each year, and their equiva- 
lent in paid-up insurance if they are left 
on deposit with the company to com- 
pound annually. Other tables are attached 
showing the amount the company will 
pay in cash or will loan; the amount for 
which it will issue a paid up policy and 
the amount payable in event of death, if 
the coupons are used to purchase paid-up 
additions, provided coupons have been left 
on deposit with the company. Another 
table is included, showing options avail- 
able, if coupons have been used. These 
options provide for cash or loan values, 
paid-up policy or extended insurance. 
When the coupons are used to purchase 
paid-up additions, satisfactory evidence of 
good health will be required. 

The reserve under this policy is com- 
puted upon the American Experience 
Table and 3% per cent interest, full pre- 
liminary term plan. The policy is valued 
according to its terms and the laws of the 
State of Indiana. 

The coupons, nineteen in number, pro- 
vide for the following amounts after the 
payment of the second annual premium: 
$22, $44, $66, $88, $110, $132, $154, $176, 
$198, $220, $242, $264, $286, $308, $330. $352, 
$374, $386, $418.

MICHIGAN STATE LIFE INSURANCE 
COMPANY, DETROIT, MICH. 

At the regular annual meeting of the 
stockholders of this company, held on 
February 8, 1910, Mr. Frederic Apps was 
elected president. He has been very 
active in the agency work, having been 
president of the General Founders Com- 
pany. This latter position he will resign 
as soon as a suitable sucessor is found. 


MID-CONTINENT LIFE INSURANCE 
COMPANY, MUSKOGEE, OKLA. 

This company is being promoted prin- 
cipally by Samuel Quinn, formerly identi- 
fied with the State Life of Indiana, which 
connection was severed because of the 
criticism which grew out of the dealings 
between that company and various agency 
companies with which Quinn and Otto L. 
Van Laningham were connected; the 
Great Western Life Insurance Company, 
of Kansas City, which had a troubled 
career and within a year from the time 
it began business was placed in the hands 
of a receiver because of its grossly ex- 
travagant expenses, later resuming under 
new management; and the Great Amert- 
can Life Insurance Company, of St. Louis 
(the organization methods of which were 
severely criticised in the report of an offi- 
cial examination by the State insurance 
authorities), which later was merged with 
the International Life Insurance Com- 
pany, of St. Louis. This company has 
not responded to our repeated reqyests for 
information, and we are not informed just 
how much stock has been sold and what 
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it has cost to sell it. It has been re- 
ported to us that the expense of organiz- 
ing the company will amount to about 
35 per cent. of the entire sum collected 
from stockholders. If true—the company 
ignores our inquiries on this point—the 
company should be refused a license until 
the promoters refund to its treasury such 
a sum as will reduce the organization 
expenses to a reasonable and proper basis. 
The Insurance Commissioners at their 
convention last fall passed resolutions 
condemning the high cost and other bad 
features of the plan of organizing insur- 
ance companies through a corps of stock 
salesmen; and stating that it was the 
concensus of opinion of these officials, 
representing practically every State in the 
Union, that no such company should re- 
ceive a license if the total cost of organt- 
zation exceeded 5 per cent. of the amount 
collected from stockholders. 

For some time prior to the launching 
of the present enterprise, the Union Life 
& Trust Company was in process of or- 
ganization at Muskogee, and we are in- 
formed that the stockholders of that 
company turned over their subscriptions 
to the Mid-Continent Life Insurance Com- 
pany. We interrogated the company on 
this point also, but it ignored our letters. 

A number of people prominent locally 
have become connected with this institu- 
tion, none of them, however, being fam!- 
liar with life insurance practice, so far 
as we can learn. The president of the 
company, Judge H. G. Baker, was a law 
partner of Gov. Haskell, and was ap- 
pointed Judge of the Criminal Court of 
Appeals. C. L. Long is an attorney and 
politician. C. T. Mattison is in the oll 
business. Carl Pursell, secretary of the 
company, is the law partner of Judge 
Baker, president of the company. J. B. 
Jones, treasurer, is a comparatively new 
arrival in Muskogee, and is president of 
the Oklahoma Trust Company. 

The ‘‘Muskogee Daily Phoenix’ of No- 
vember 21, 1909, devoted considerable 
space to this institution. It was stated 
that at that time 4,371 shares of stock 
had been sold at $100 per share, “giving 


‘the company $437,100, less the cost of sell- 


ing the stock.’’ This article gave the fol- 
lowing list of officers: President, Judge 
H. G. Baker; vice-presidents, A. W. Robb, 
Cc. L. Long and C. T. Mattison; secretary, 
Carl Pursell; treasurer, J. B. Jones. This 
article contained a number of untrue or 
misleading statements, as, for instance, 
that the average dividend of the Equitable 
Life during the last twenty-five years was 
175 per cent., while in fact the dividend is 
limited by law to 7 per cent. per annum. 
At the same time we obtained a copy of 
the company’s prospectus, a very elabo- 
rate document; and, reading the news- 
paper article referred to above, we wrote 
the following letter to the editor, to which 
up to date we have not received any 
reply: 

“We are very much interested in an 
article which appeared in your issue of 
Sunday, November 21st, concerning the 
Mid-Continent Life Insurance Company. 
We make a business of reporting upon 
insurance companies; and, unlike all other 
insurance publishers, we are not sub- 
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sidized by the insurance companies, our 
support coming wholly from our subscrib- 
ers. In consequence, we are always quick 
to commend good practices and endorse 
new companies which merit approval. We 
are now investigating the methods pur- 
sued by the organizers of the Mid-Con- 
tinent, and in that way a copy of your 
article came to our attention. You make 
out a good case in favor of the establish- 
ment of a life insurance company in Mus- 
kogee. There is no doubt that such a 
company operated along conservative 


lines, would be of benefit to the entire | 


community. We regret to note, 
both in the company’s printed matter 
and in your article, certain 
which are calculated to mislead the in- 
tending investor. We are quite sure that 
you would not willingly deceive your read- 
ers, and we, therefore, write to call your 
attention to these matters, in the hope 
that they will be corrected. We shall not 
attempt to cover all the statements in 
question, 
of the more prominent errors. 

“You say that the Prudential Insurance 
Company, of Newark, is each year plling 
up surplus, which ‘after 
used to increase the capitalization, which 
in turn will again increase the dividends.’ 
We suggest that you make yourself fa- 
miliar with the litigation and the offi- 
cial action taken by Insurance Depart- 
ments following an attempt by the Pru- 
dential to do that very thing a few years 
ago. 

“You say that the average dividends 
of the Equitable Life, of this city, 
been 175 per cent. since its organization. 
This is an astonishing blunder. The divi- 
dends of that company are limited by its 
charter to 7 per cent. per annum. 

“You refer to the earnings of 
new companies, none more than eight 
years old and most not more than four 
years old’ since their organization; mak- 
ing it appear that the earnings have 
been very large indeed. You refer spe- 
cifically to the State Mutual,

The Special Deputy Insurance Superin- 
tendent in charge of the liquidation of the 
company’s affairs at 100 Broadway, New 
York, in a letter dated February 26, 1910, 
stated that he could not say what amount 
would be realized by the stockholders; 
that the par value of the stock is $20 per 
share; that the examination by the New 
York Insurance Department showed the 
capital impaired about $50,000. and that 
the Department was advising stockholders 
not to sell their stock at $7 or $8 per 
share, but to hold it until the distribution 
of the company’s assets.

Department—Undesirability of Its Profit 

Sharing Certificates Exposed. 

In our issue of October 1, 1909, pages 
53 and 54. we printed a long and impor- 
tant report upon this concern, which has 
been disposing of its ‘stock through a 
corps of “high pressure’ salesmen. It 
has been pushing the sale of what it calls 
“profit sharing certificates.’’ These cer- 
tificates seem to us of little or no value 
as an investment, and they are of such 
character as to deceive the ordinary small 
investor who is not familiar with financial 
affairs. On February 9%, 1910, we ad- 
dressed a letter to the company, setting 
forth our reasons for concluding that these 
certificates are both worthless and decep- 
tive, so that it might have an opportunity 
to reply to these criticisms in advance of 
their publication. It did not attempt any 
defense of them. Our letter was as fol- 
lows:

It 
appears that it sought to accomplish this 
result by borrowing money from a bank, 
and putting up the stock and $230,000 of 
its “profit-sharing

The Insurance Department informs us 
that on investigation it was found that 
the People’s Savings Bank, of Harris- 
burg, which issued the certificates of 
deposit, amounting to §200,000, “‘was a 
small, unincorporated concern, without 
any capital whatever, and with little or 
no financial standing."” The vice-presi- 
dent of the Union National, H. W. Mor- 
|gan, gave his notes to the bank with 
stock of this company (stated by the 
Department to be an unauthorized issue) 
;and a lot of the “gold certificates” re- 
ferred to above as collateral; the latter 
| being referred to by the Department in 
its letter to us as “not worth the paper 
they are written on.’’ No money changed 
hands in this transaction. Continuing, 
the letter from the Insurance Depart- 
ment stated:
